ABSENT:

The meeting was called to order by Judge Pro-tem Pedro “Pete” Benavides at 9:34 A.M. He asked
Reverend Bob Clark, Brownsville resident, for the invocation, and he then led the Court and audience in reciting the

Pledge of Allegiance.

The Court considered the following matters aslposted and filed for Record}in the Office of the County

Clerk on May 5, 2006 at 3:40 P.M.:
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Commissioner Benavides asked for a moment of silence for the loss of Coach Gonzalo Garcia who worked
in Brownsville for over forty years.

Judge Hinojosa commented on the passing of Mr. Garcia and noted how well-liked and well-known he was
in the community. He spoke on the construction project at the Santa Rosa Boys & Girls Club and the Ribbon
Cutting Ceremony for the Browne Road Park Social Service Community Center held on May 6, 2006.

Judge Hinojosa stated that on May 8, 2006 there was a prayer breakfast at the Cameron County Juvenile
Boot Camp in which approximately 75 religious leaders were in attendance. He added that there is $500,000 worth
of grant funds from the Justice Department that the County is applying for that will fund a faith-based mentoring
program which will be aimed at counseling juveniles in the system. He went on to say that the program will involve
10 churches which will provide at least one mentor each that will be trained through UTB to help youths who need
guidance and support on a one-to-one basis.

Commissioner Tamayo added that structure to the program and cooperation will ensure success.

Judge Hinojosa noted the difficulties and temptations youths today are faced with and how easy it can be

for them to be pressured into a life of crime.

PUBLIC COMMENTS. I

Ms. Sylvia Elizabeth Cholitt commented on her near death while detained in the Cameron County Jail System.
She stated that she suffers from fibroid tumors and because of this she suggested that for those who cannot come in person
to voice their public comment, perhaps they can mail in their comment and have it read aloud during the Commissioner’s
Court Meeting. Ms. Cholitt went on to say that while detained, she was denied medical treatment for her tumors as she
was unwilling to sign a release of her medical records from the South Texas Cancer Center. She added that she was given
injections that increased her retain fluid and made her gain 8 pounds of water weight. She stated that she was arrested for
attempting to cash a $25,000 cashier’s check at Laredo National Bank. She suggested that an investigation be performed
as to the care provided in the Cameron County Jail System.

Mr. Antonio Contreras, Brownsville resident, thanked Judge Hinojosa and Commissioner Benavides for attending
the 2" Annual Kids Awareness Festival held at Riverside Park.

Mr. David Sauceda, a student from Skinner Elementary, thanked Commissioner Benavides for taking time to
attend the 2™ festival. He described the impact of the speech given by Judge Hinojosa at the festival and noted the
impression it left on him.

PRESENTATIONS

PRESENTATION OF A RESOLUTION RECOGNIZING MS.
SUSANA MARCHAN ON THE OCCASION OF HER
SELECTION FOR THE ‘L.U.P.E. AWARD.” (COMM. COURT)

Judge Hinojosa presented Ms. Susana Marchan with the resolution and highlighted her work with migrant
farm workers. He noted her dedication and lifelong commitment to serving migrant farm workers through job
training and job placement.

Ms. Marchan thanked the Court and Judge Hinojosa for recognizing her work and added how honored she

is to be recognized.

PRESENTATION BY LINEBARGER GOGGAN BLAIR &
SAMPSON LAW FIRM REGARDING DELINQUENT
PROPERTY TAX REPORT. (TY-TAX OFFICE)

Mr. Rick Pena, of Linebarger Goggan Blair & Sampson, presented the quarterly delinquent tax report. He
noted that 494 property inspections have been conducted that are expected to produce $642,003.47 and that 600
more inspections are planned through the rest of the fiscal year. He stated that 464 lawsuits are pending for a total
of $1,142,397.62. He noted that the collection rate is at 22%; compared to 18% for the same time period in 2005.

Commissioner Tamayo asked for the reason of the increase in the collection rate.

Mr. Pena replied that individuals are catching up with the payment from the previous year’s inspections and
those numbers are being calculated into the current year’s rate.

Commissioner Garza asked how many individuals are performing on-site inspections.

Mr. Pena stated that there are 2 people employed full-time for on-site inspections, but in the summer
months there are as many as 6 people assigned to on-site inspections.

Commissioner Benavides noted his appreciation for the law firm’s method of collecting delinquent taxes as
he has not received one complaint regarding this issue since he took office.

Judge Hinojosa suggested setting up office space for the law firm in the Administration Building as it
seems for convenient for those individuals wanting to pay their delinquent taxes.

Upon motion by Commissioner Benavides, seconded by Commissioner Garza and carried unanimously, the
presentation by Linebarger, Goggan, Blair & Sampson Law Firm regarding the Delinquent Property Tax Report was

acknowledged.

Upon motion by Commissioner Benavides, seconded by Commissioner Wood and carried unanimously, the

Minutes for the May 3, 2006-Regular Meeting were approved.

Commissioner Garza moved that the Claims be approved, inclusive of the late claims.

The motion was seconded by Commissioner Tamayo and carried unanimously.

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CONSIDERATION AND POSSIBLE ACTION REGARDING
THE CONVERSION OF THE COUNTY WAREHOUSE IN
OLMITO TO SERVE AS A MINIMUM SECURITY HOUSING
FACILITY FOR NONVIOLENT OFFENDERS IN THE
CAMERON COUNTY DETENTION SYSTEM. (COMM.
COURT)

Sheriff Omar Lucio commented on the overcrowding that is occurring in the Cameron County Detention
System as non-threatening inmates are being held in maximum security facilities. He stated that he has been
working with Mr. Mike Leinart, Chief Jail Administrator, in regards to transferring these inmates to a minimum
security facility and described the process to convert the warehouse in Olmito into such a facility. He added that a
“cage” would be built inside the warechouse and construction could be completed in 10-12 months. He went on to
say that he took a trip to Austin and has been granted approval from the Jail Commission Standards for this project
as the jail system is at capacity.

Commissioner Garza asked if the inmates in question are county or federal prisoners.

Sheriff Lucio replied that the inmates are state prisoners.

Mr. Leinart noted that the capacity level for the Cameron County Jail System is 1,390 inmates and that the
State requires the County to have 10% of the total number of beds available at all times.

Sheriff Lucio added that the State has 45 days to pick up prisoners once convicted.

Judge Hinojosa elaborated and added that the State mandates inmates with blue warrants to be housed for
60 days with no compensation to the County and then the inmates do not have to picked up for 45 additional days.

Commissioner Benavides asked if the non-violent inmates’ prison records are reviewed to see if they have
previously committed prior serious offenses.

Sheriff Lucio stated that the facility will be reinforced and surrounded with barbed wire. He added that he
has seen other warehouses that have been converted into a maximum security facility and reassured the Court that
these inmates will be properly detained.

Judge Hinojosa stated that $5 million will be the cost of the project which is ' the cost of constructing an
entirely new facility.

Commissioner Garza asked for clarification on blue warrants.

Sheriff Lucio stated that minimum security inmates are individuals who have committed misdemeanors,

non-violent offenses, non-violent felonies, child support violators, and blue warrants pertain to individual that have

committed technical violations of parole.
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Commissioner Tamayo noted that going forward with this project will save time and money in the long run.

Sheriff Lucio made it known that the warehouse can be made into a more permanent facility at a later time,
if so desired.

Commissioner Garza asked if the City of Brownsville has been contacted on this issue.

Mr. Leinart replied that the City of Brownsville is in favor of the project.

Commissioner Tamayo asked how many inmates can be immediately transported to the facility once
complete.

Sheriff Lucio replied that there are enough inmates that are considered “minimum” security to fill the
warehouse to capacity.

Commissioner Wood moved to go forward with plans to convert the County warehouse in Olmito to serve
as a minimum security housing facility for nonviolent offenders in the Cameron County detention system.

The motion was seconded by Commissioner Tamayo and carried unanimously.

Judge Hinojosa stated that there has been discussion with Burns & Gill Architects, Inc. and the Jail
Standards Commission regarding converting the County warehouse into a minimum security facility. He
recommended either going forward with this firm to convert the warehouse, as they are familiar with this type of
project, or going out for proposals to see if a better offer surfaces.

Commissioner Tamayo suggested setting up a committee so that they can evaluate the project and decide
on the best route to take in terms of hiring an architect.

Judge Hinojosa added that going out for proposals is in the best interest of the committee in case they want
options on who to hire for the construction of the project.

Commissioner Garza asked how long the RFQ process takes.

Mr. Mike Forbes, Purchasing Agent, replied that the process can take anywhere from 2 weeks to a month to
be completed.

Sheriff Lucio stated that he visited a similar facility in Tarrant County and the project was so successful
that 1,400 more beds are being added to the facility.

Commissioner Wood asked what the square footage of the warehouse is.

Sheriff Lucio replied 28,000 sq. ft.

Commissioner Wood questioned whether 400 beds can be contained in 28,000 sq. ft.

Sheriff Lucio replied in the affirmative and noted that offices and an infirmary will not be needed as the
Carrizales-Rucker Detention Center is in close proximity to the warehouse.

Upon motion by Commissioner Tamayo, seconded by Commissioner Garza and carried unanimously, the
Authorization to Exempt Contracting for professional or personal services from the County purchasing act,

specifically the requirements of V.T.C.A., Local Government Code, Section 262.023, Pursuant to Authority Granted

in Section 262.024 (A)(4) was approved.

Judge Hinojosa recommended setting up a committee composed of Mike Forbes, Pete Sepulveda, the

Budget Officer, a representative from the County Judge’s Office and one of the Commissioners for this project and

suggested going out for proposals to select an architect.

Commissioner Garza suggested hiring the architect firm of Burns & Gill Architects, Inc. as they have

experience with this type of renovation project.

Commissioner Garza moved to begin negotiations with Burns & Gill Architects, Inc. concerning the

conversion of the County Warehouse in Olmito to serve as a minimum security housing facility for nonviolent

offenders in the Cameron County Detention System.

The motion was seconded by Commissioner Tamayo and carried unanimously.

Mr. Remi Garza, Assistant County Administrator, stated that upon review of the cost per hour for either
hiring a security company or creating positions within the County budget to provide security for the Dancy Building,
the County is the better choice when you factor in overtime and holiday pay.

Commissioner Wood commended Remi Garza for his research on the matter and asked whom the security
guards would report to, if hired under the County.

Mr. Remi Garza suggested that an employee who works in the Dancy Building be designated and stated
that Mr. Pete Sepulveda, Department of Transportation Director, offered to supervise the security guards under the
Bridge System.

Commissioner Garza questioned the necessity of security at the Dancy Building as there is no security
currently at the Cameron County Courthouse Administration Building.

Mr. Remi Garza replied that the Administration Building is in close proximity to the Judicial Building,
which has security guards and added that the Dancy Building has (4) unsecured entrances and is isolated when
compared to other County buildings.

Commissioner Garza asked if there is a security alarm system in place at the Dancy Building.

Mr. Remi Garza replied that the security system is activated in the evening, not during the day, and opens
and closes the doors.

Judge Hinojosa commented on the need for security in the current Commissioners’ Courtroom as there has

been trouble in the past.
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Mr. Remi Garza noted that the request for security guards is for (1) guard during the day and (2) in the
evening to provide 24 hours a day 7 days a week security to the Dancy Building.

Commissioner Garza asked what other County facility has 24 hours a day 7 days a week security.

Mr. Remi Garza stated that the assets in the historical exhibit room need to be protected as some of those
items are on loan from the Texas Historical Commission and local museums.

Commissioner Tamayo noted the amount of money spent on the restoration of the Dancy Building and
stated her concern about the protection of the building in the evening.

Commissioner Garza asked where the funding for these positions would be coming from.

Mr. Pete Sepulveda stated that the budget for his department would need to be amended if the Commission
recommends placing the supervision of these positions under the Bridge System.

Commissioner Garza voiced his disapproval for spending money for (4) security guards for the Dancy
Building.

Commissioner Benavides moved to approve (4) positions for the Dancy Building Courthouse funded under
the Bridge System with no supervisor.
